esting story of his exp eriences to a 
Telegrap h rep resentative. 
Almost before convicted 
riniinals 
become inmates

As the 
officers in charge of the convict en­ 
ter the p enitentiary gate they 
are 
met by a guard who stop s them and, 
after looking at the com m itm ent p a­ 
p ers the p risoner is toll to stand in a 
corner near a chair, while the offi- 
» ials are taken into the offi e. 
In many cases the p risoner, seeing 
the chair, seats himself, to he ‘called 
down' at once by the guard, who tells 
him ho was told to stand up and lift 
must obey the com m ands that 
are 
given. 
Solitary Confinement llare. 
Rarely is the first day of any p ris­ 
oner's sentence sp ent in solitary con­ 
finement, and in those cases where a 
man is kep t alone it is not in 
the 
dark dungeon formerly used, but in 
an ordinary cell. 
Before being allowed to visit any 
p art of the p enitentiary all visitors 
are sear« hod to so« * that they do not 
carry guns, knives, files, etc., which 
could be p assed to the p rison<irs, and 
even o f f i c r s are required 
to leave 
their revolvers in the office before 
they are allowed to go through the 
institution. This p recaution is taken 
doubtless to p revent p risoners from 
getting w eu.ons by rushing and over 
p owering visiting officials.

ahead. The work benches are so a r ­ 
ranged th a t convicts an* never face 
to face and any attem p t on th e p art 
of a convict to sp eak to the man next 
to him brings p unishment. Even at 
their meals the men are not allowed 
to sp eak to their comp anions, hut for 
two hours each evening and on S un­ 
days thev' are allowed 
to converse 
with their cellmates, read or, once 
every five weeks, write to some rela­ 
tive or friend. They are not allowed 
to receive letters unless the missives: 
are first read by 
the officials, hut , 
they can receive daily 
ap ers, m a g a - ; 
zini's, etc., p rovided thev art* Gent di­ 
rectly from the p ublisher.
